Walker  to  Speak 
for  Survival  Week 


There  is  a  place  of  beauty  where 
many  delights  of  body  and  spirit 
are  available  within  close  proxi¬ 
mity,  This  place  is  nestled  in  the 
mountains  of  the  West  in  an  area 
known  as  Color  Country,  USA. 

Specifically,  the  community  of 
Cedar  City,  Utah  offers  a 
month-long  package  of  education 
and  entertainment  each  summer 
which  would  be  difficult  to  match 
anywhere. 

Beginning  in  July  10  and  lasting 
through  August  9,  the  Utah 
Shakespearean  Festival  is  staged 
on  the  campus  of  Southern  Utah 
State  College.  Concurrently,  it  is 
possible  to  take  summer  school 
classes  covering  a  broad  spectrum 
of  subject  matter  or  to  participate 
in  a  wide  variety  of  short 
workshops  and  seminars.  Many  of 
these  deal  exclusively  with  Shake¬ 
speare  and  his  works.  College 
credit  is  available. 

This  summer,  Louis  Marder, 
nationally  known  authority  on 
Shakespeare  and  the  editor  of  THE 
SHAKESPEARE  NEWSLETTER, 


will  be  a  guest  lecturer.  Michael 
Finlayson,  a  Festival  director  for 
the  past  three  seasons,  will  conduct 
a  special  Shakespeare  seminar 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  SUSC 
English  Department. 

The  three  directors  for  the  1975 
repertoire,  Professors  Fred  C. 
Adams,  Burt  Peachy,  and  Howard 
Jensen,  will  make  contributions  as 
will  Festival  company  members 
from  throughout  the  nation  who  are 
specialists  in  costuming,  makeup, 
and  technical  theatre. 

Plays  selected  for  the  coming 
season  are  MERCHANT  OF 
VENICE,  TWO  GENTLEMEN  OF 
VERONA,  and  RICHARD  II. 

Setting  for  the  plays  is  the 
continent’s  most  authentic  Eliza¬ 
bethan  theatre  with  an  audience 
capacity  of  nearly  1,000.  The  open 
courtyard  provides  an  outdoor 
setting  which  is  enhanced  by  a 
star-studded  summer  sky  and  the 
fragrance  of  the  campus  pine 
groves.

The  nation’s  first  annual  Survival 
Week  will  be  observed  in  a  major 
program  at  Governors  State 
University  May  4-10. 

“Survival  Week  -  1975;  a  Look 
Forward  from  the  Bicentennial” 
will  include  industrial  and  educa¬ 
tional  exhibits  and  a  forum  for 
discussion  by  educators,  business 
people,  and  environmentalists 
under  the  auspices  of  the  American 
Society  for  Ecological  Education, 
Inc.;  GSU,  and  the  South  Suburban 
Environmental  Education  council. 

The  first  annual  Survival  Week 
will  follow  the  dedication  of 
Governors  State  University  April 
20,  when  Gov.  Dan  Walker  will  be 
the  principal  speaker.  Subse¬ 
quently  Survival  Week  will  be 
observed  the  first  week  each  May. 

With  the  concept  of  Survival 
Week  now  being  incorporated  into 
environmental  education  programs 
for  schools,'  it  is  hoped  that 
nation-wide  and  world  attention

The  plot  will  be  cultivated  and 
fertilized,  ready  to  seed.  The 
10-acre  garden  area  being  used  for 


through  school  and  community 
projects  will  focus  investigation  on 
the  improvement  of  the  quality  of 
life  and  in  solving  environmental 
problems  which  threaten  the  very 
survival  on  earth. 

Dr.  William  L.  Mayo,  president 
of  the  ASEE  and  university 
professor  of  environmental  science 
in  the  College  of  Environmental 
and  Applied  Sciences  at  GSU, 
conceived  Survival  Week  after  it 
became  apparent  the  old  concept  of 
Earth  Week  required  a  new  and 
imperative  approach. 

The  ASEE,  the  national  profes¬ 
sional  organization  of  environ¬ 
mental  educators  and  interested 
citizens,  is  a  former  contributory 
sponsor  of  Earth  Week.  Now  the 
ASEE  and  the  other  sponsors  of 
Survival  Week  wish  to  focus 
nation-wide  and  world  attention  to 
the  every-increasing  realization 
that  the  future  of  the  nation,  and 
indeed  the  planet,  is  based  upon  a 
consideration  of  environmental

Any  student 
between  the  ages  of  17  and  27  can 
have  a  temporary  job  in  Europe. 
Most  openings  are  in  hotels, 
resorts,  offices  and  restaurants  in 
Austria.  Belgium,  France,  Ger¬ 


many,  Spain  and  Switzerland. 
Positions  are  available  to  all  college 
students  who  submit  their  applica¬ 
tions  by  mail  in  time  to  allow  for 
processing  permits  and  working 
papers. 

Working  periods  vary  from  60 
days  to  one  year,  but  some 
students  have  stayed  longer.  As  no 
previous  experience,  or  foreign 
language  is  required,  the  door  is 
open  to  anyone  within  the  age 
limits.  Wages  range  from  $250  to 
more  than  $450  a  month,  plus  free 
room  and  board,  leaving  wages 
free  and  clear. 

In  addition  *o  living  new 
experiences,  and  seeing  Europe 
while  you  can.  working  in  Europe 
offers  the  chance  to  travel  on  a 
pay-as-you-go  basis  without  really 


being  tied  down.  At  several 
reunions  recently  held  by  students 
who  had  worked  in  Europe,  the 
most  heard  comment  was,  “The 
experience  alone  was  worth  it.” 

Jobs  and  working  papers  are 
provided  on  a  non-profit  basis,  and 
brief  orientations  are  given  in 
Europe  just  prior  to  going  to  work. 
These  packed  sessions  speed 
adjustment  to  Europe  and  make 
certain  all  goes  well  on  the  job.

Wildlife  Federation  Pays 
$500  Reward  for  Conviction 
in  Eagle  Killing  Case 


limit  Trade  with  Oil 


Producing  Countries':  Bell 


The  National  Wildlife  Federation 
announced  today  that  it  will  pay  a 
$500  reward  to  a  Tennessee  duck 
hunting  guide  for  supplying 
information  that  led  to  the 
conviction  of  a  Memphis  physician 
last  month  for  killing  a  southern 
bald  eagle. 

The  reward  will  go  to  Frederic 
Alfred  Hamilton,  25,  of  Route  4, 
Union  City,  who  saw  a  hunter  shoot 
down  an  eagle  from  a  duck  blind  at 
Reelfoot  Lake,  Tenn.,  on  January 
4.  Hamilton  supplied  a  detailed 
description  of  the  hunter,  his 
companions,  and  a  pickup  truck  in 
which  they  left  the  scene  to  the 
U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  of 
Nashville. 


His  description,  which  was 
“near  perfect,”  according  to 
Special  Agent  William  Parker  of 
the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service’s 
Nashville  office,  was  broadcast 
throughout  the  state.  Three  weeks 
later,  on  January  27,  Dr.  John  W. 
Tosh,  50,  admitted  to  U.S. 
Attorney  Thomas  F.  Turley,  at 
Memphis,  that  he  had  shot  the 
eagle.  On  February  6  he  pleaded 
guilty  before  U.S.  District  Judge 
Bailey  Brown  to  a  charge  of  killing 
the  eagle,  an  endangered  and 
protected  species,  and  was  fined 
$1,000. 

Judge  Bailey,  who  could  have 
imposed  a  $5,000  fine  and  a 
one-year  prison  term,  said  he 
wanted  to  “make  an  example,”  of 
the  doctor,  who  told  the  court  that 


he  mistook  the  eagle  for  a  hawk. 
“We  must  protect  our  endangered 
species  so  that  our  children  will 
have  something  to  look  at,”  the 
judge  told  him. 

Under  federal  law  it  is  illegal  to 
kill  either  a  hawk  or  an  eagle.  The 
eagle  shot  down  at  Reelfoot  Lake,  a 
wintering  site  for  more  than  60  of 
the  endangered  birds,  had  a 
wingspan  of  about  six  feet  and  was 
approximately  three  years  old. 

The  $500  reward  to  Hamilton  is 
the  fifth  to  be  paid  by  the  National 
Wildlife  Federation,  the  country’s 
largest  nongovernment  conserva¬ 
tion  organization.  The  reward  was 
posted  in  1971  after  disclosure 
before  a  Congressional  committee 
that  airborne  hunters,  hired  by 
ranchers,  had  killed  more  than  65 
golden  and  bald  eagles  in 
Wyoming.  The  reward  is  paid, 
specifically,  for  “Substantial  assis¬ 
tance”  in  obtaining  a  conviction  for 
shooting  a  bald  eagle  (Haliaeetus 
leucocephalus)  in  violation  of  16 
USC  668. 

“The  main  threat  to  our 
dwindling  eagle  population  is  not 
hunters,  but  the  destruction  of 
eagle  habitat,”  said  Thomas  L. 
Kimball,  executive  vice  president 
of  the  National  Wildlife  Federation, 
in  announcing  the  reward  to 
Hamilton.  “That  is  why  we  are 
working  to  provide  and  protect 
habitat  for  our  national  bird.  But 
the  shooting  of  eagles  must  be 
stopped,  and  that  is  why,  as  a 
deterrent,  we  offer  our  $500 
reward.” 


The  Interior  Department’s  Office 
of  Endangered  Species  estimates 
that  there  are  now  approximately 
2.000  northern  bald  eagles  and 
fewer  than  1,000  southern  bald 
eagles  in  the  “lower  48”  states. 
The  bald  eagle  was  adopted  as  the 
national  symbol  by  the  Continental 
Congress  in  1782. 


Springfield--State  Senator  James 
F.  “Jim”  Bell,  R-Joliet,  said  today 
he  will  oppose  the  Governor’s 
proposed  Accelerated  Building 
Program  because  of  the  threat  it 
would  create  of  a  tax  increase 
within  the  next  few  years. 

He  said  the  proposal,  which  calls 
for  massive  new  bond  authoriza¬ 
tions  to  pay  for  state  capital 
development  projects,  could  not 
deal  with  the  problems  of  today’s 
economic  crisis,  but  could  -bring 
financial  disaster  to  the  state. 

Senator  Bell  suggested  that  if  the 
Governor  is  convinced  the  program 
is  needed,  the  question  of 
increasing  the  state’s  level  of  debt 
should  be  put  to  the  voters  at  a 
referendum. 

He  said  the  Accelerated  Building 
Program  calls  for  the  legislature  to 
increase  the  state’s  current  bond 
authorization  from  a  total  of  about 
$3  billion  to  $5  billion.  ; 


Springfield--The  sale  of  food  and 
military  hardware  to  nations  which

“There  is  no  sane  reason  to  do 
this  when  the  state  at  the  present 
time  has  only  spent  $860  million  of 
its  current  $3  billion  authoriza¬ 
tion,”  Senator  Bell  stated.  “If  we 
merely  issue  all  the  bonds  now 
authorized,  we  will  have  done 
everything  possible  at  the  state 
level  to  stimulate  our  economy.” 

He  added  that  increasing  the 
bond  level  to  the  Governor’s 
request  would  place  a  debt  of  more 
than  $450  for  at  least  25  years  on 
every  person  living  in  the  state. 
Before  a  debt  of  that  magnitude  is 
assumed,  it  should  be  approved  by 
the  voters,  he  said. 

“There  is  not  question  that 
Governor  Walker  is  proposing  a 
risky  financial  scheme  that  could 
end  in  a  tax  increase  for  the  public 
and  the  state’s  loss  of  its  triple-A 
bond  rating,"  Bell  asserted.  "The 
people  of  my  district  don’t  want 
that  to  happen,  and  I’m  not  going 
to  vote  to  let  it  happen.”

The  resolution  is  scheduled  for 
hearing  in  the  Senate  Executive 
Committee  on  Tuesday.  March  25. 

Bell  commented: 

"The  people  of  the  United  States 
have  begun  to  think  of  higher  oil 
prices  as  a  minor  inconvenience  or 
as  a  slight  obstacle  in  the  way  of 
prosperity. 

“But  inflated  oil  prices  are  an 
extremely  serious  threat  to  the 
economic  security  of  this  nation 
and  are,  therefore,  a  threat  to  our 
national  security. 

"The  stage  is  being  set  for  a 
third  world  war,  one  that  could  be 
touched  off  by  the  need  for  oil  at 
reasonable  prices. 

"The  United  States  has  the 
power  to  end  this  economic  threat 
through  its  vast  surpluses  of  food 
and  military  hardware.  Oil  black¬ 
mail  can  be  countered  very  simply 
by  the  use  of  these  two  valuable 
commodities. 

"The  President,  the  Congress, 
the  secretary  of  state  and  the 
chairman  of  the  United  States 
Advisory  Commission  on  Energy 
must  imbue  the  people  of  this 
country  with  a  sense  of  urgency  in 
regard  to  energy  self-sufficiency, 
and  must  make  use  of  the  economic 
weapons  at  our  disposal."

New  Coach, 
New  Faces  for 
JJC Men's  Tennis

Getting  to  know  the  team 
members  and  their  individual 
talents  is  the  biggest  problem  a 
coach  faces  when  stepping  into  a 
new  situation.  Interim  tennis  coach 
John  Stobart  is  facing  this  problem 
at  the  present  time.  Coach  Stobart 
is  filling  the  vacancy  left  by  Mr. 
Peter  Neff  who  is  on  sabatical  in 
Europe. 

The  Wolves  tennis  team  is  in  the 
process  of  playing  a  double 
elimination,  intra-squad  tourna¬ 
ment  to  determine  the  top  seven 
players.  A  junior  college  tennis 
match  consists  of  three  singles 
matches  and  two  doubles  matches. 
This  system  of  competition  calls  for 
the  seven  top  players  from  a  given 
team  to  do  the  playing.  The  top 
seven  players  will  fill  these  slots 
with  the  remainder  of  the  team 
being  used  for  support  in  the  case 
of  an  injury  or  an  emergency.

Russem  and  Streitz 
are  vying  for  both  singles  and 
doubles  spots. 

Newcomers  to  the  Wolves  this 
season  are  Wayne  Adkins,  Angelo 
DelRasso,  Rico  Hargis,  Dan 
Harvey,  Mike  Friedrick,  Anatole 
Sidorenko,  Craig  Cassem,  Ron 
White  and  Brian  Cripe.  Coach 
Stobart  is  looking  for  fine  showings 


from  all  of  the  first  year  men. 

In  conference  play  each  N4C 
team  plays  all  the  other  league 
teams  twice  which  allows  a  team  to 
loose  a  conference  match  and  still 
win  the  league  title.  The  team  has 
set  the  N4C  crown  as  their  goal  for 
the  '75  season. 

Coach  Stobart  admits  to  coming 
into  the  coaching  situation  cold  and 
not  really  knowing  what  to  expect 
from  this  year  team.  “The  team 


has  turned  out  to  be  better  than  I 
thought  they  would  be  at  this 
stage.  I  have  confidence  in  them 
and  fully  believe  that  they  can  win 
the  N4C  championship."
